The protestation issuing from the throats of 
these extremists is nothing more nor less than 
the death rattle. Way down in their hearts 
they realize that it will be useless to longer 
breast the rising tide of opposition to the force 
bill. The republican boss who has read 
the death warrant of the bill is not in the 
habit of making a false move. He is not 
thin-skinned, and cares very litile for abuse 
out of the party. He _ has 
him nine republican senators 
either unalterably opposed or su- 
indifferent to the passage of the 
bill. In.the first class Cameron, Plumb, 
Walcott and Teller; and in the latter 
Washburn, McMillan, Mitchell and Jones.

Those gentlemen have 
charge of the tariff bill and represent 
the manufacturers who will be 
benefitted by the passage of the McKinley 
bill. These manufacturers are distressed and 
anxious at the delayed action on the bill 
and have been urging the finance com- 
mittee to get it through as quickly as 
possible and let sectional strife, force and 
bayonets alone.

The Quay resolution was referred to the 
committee on rules today without debate, 
together with an amendment offered by 
Senator Hoar to include the elections bill 
in the list of bills to be acted on at this 
Session. ; 

This action did not dampen the ardor of 
the democrats, but merely indicates that 
the champions of the force bill will die 
hard.

THE CALIFORNIA REPUBLICANS 


Endorse Speaker Reed and His Gag Law 
—Henry S. Markham, for Governor. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., August 13.—The Repub- 
lican state convention teday nominated Col- 
onel Henry 8S. Markham, of Pasadena, for 
governor on the first ballot. On the formal 
ballot he lacked forty votes of the nomination, 
but changes before the vote Was announced 
earried him through and then the nomina- 
tion was made by acclamation. 

The platform denounces the manner in 
which the democratic pledge as to a free 
ballot in many of the southern states was 
broken, and insists that henceforth the right 
to free ballot shall be observed so far as it is 
within the power of the federal government 
to effect that object. It renews the declara- 
tions in fayor of a most rigid exclusion of 
Chinese fronr this country, and such restric- 
tion be made permanent. It endorses the 
course of Speaker Reed and says: 
~We repudiate the claim of theright of any 
number of members of congress to interrupt and 
delay its business by refusing to vote when re- 
quired, and we rejoice that the speaker and other 
members of the republican side of the house have 
been able to destroy the pretense that members 
can be presentand absent at the same time. 

The platform commends the administration 
of President Harrison and the course pursued 
by Secretary Blaine in relation to the Behring 
sea controversy, and favors pension legislation, 
the eight-hour law, and the enactment of 
stringent laws against pools and trust; de- 
clares that “‘in the interest of agricultural and 
other industries of the country we endorse the 
action of the republican members of congress 
in the passage of what is known asthe silver 
bill and that we favor a proper increase of the 
currency of the country to the extent de- 
manded by its business.’’ 

The reading of the clauses of the platform 
referring to Speaker Reed and the silver legis- 


lation occasioned much applause. 


The West Virginia Kepublicans. 

PirrspurRG, August 13.—A special received 
from Grafton, W. Va., says: ‘*The democratic 
state convention, in session here today, renomi- 
nated Judge D. J. Lucas for the supreme bencli. 
There was no fight in the convention, and 
Laicas’s nomination was by acclamation. The 
platform declares in favor of the free coinage 
of silver, and arraigns the republican party for 
the McKinley bill and the extravagance of the 
national administration. The late gubernatorial 
contestin West Virginia was expiained and 
defended at some length.”’ 


Mr. Blaine Will Not Take Part. 

AvaustTa, Me., August 13.—A full meeting 
of the republican state committee was held 
last evening, Chairman Manley presiding. He 
said that it was thé unanimous vote of the 
committee that the campaign be very short, 
and that public speaking‘ would be confined to 
the last two weeks of the campaign. Chair- 
man Manley said that Mr. Blaine would take 
no part in the campaign, so far as speaking 
is concerned. <

Boston, August 13.—The convention of the 
twenty-fourth national encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic came to order in 
Music hall at 11 o’clock, a. m. Prayer was 
offered by Past Chief Chaplain I. M. Foster. 
Commander-in-Chief General Alger then de- 
livered his annual address. The address was 
received with frequent expressions 
of approval by the large body 
of delegates present. The reports 
of Adjutant General George H. Hopkins, of 
Detroit, and Quartermaster General Taylor, of 
Philadelphia, were presented. These indi- 
cated a healthy financial condition of the 
order. 

The Grant monument fund now amounts to 
$11,115. 

Inspector General L. E. Griffith, of Troy, N. 
Y., reported the order growing numerically 
stronger and working earnestiy and harmoni- 
ously in furthering the grand objects for which 
it was organized. No organization on earth 
does more to minister to the helpless and un- 
fortunate. He presented a table show- 
ing that the number of posts in 
the Grand Army on June 30, 1890, 
were 6,928; number of comrades in good 
standing in posts inspected to June 30th, 351,- 
244; number of posts inspected,5,010 ; number of 
posts not inspected, 1,051.

THE ANTIS MAKE A BITTER FIGHT, 


But the Tillmanites Have the 


Convention. 


CotumsiA, §S..C., August 13.—[Special.]— 
The state demotratic convention was called 
to order in the house of representatives at 
noon today by J. A. Hoyt, chairman of 
the state executive committee. The body 
is composed almost entirely of Tillmanites, 
they having carried thirty of the thirty-five 
counties in the election of delegates. 

For the first hour eafter the convention 
had been called to order, it appeared as if 
there ‘would be a serious deadlock before 
even a temporary organization was per- 
fected. Such result was only avoided. by 
the conservative action of James A. Hoyt, 
chairman of the democratic executive com- 
inittee, who ruled against his own side, the 
minority, in order to prevent antagonizing 
the Tiilmanites. 

FIGHT OVER THE ORGANIZATION. 

soon as the convention had _ been 
called’ to order, the chairman announced 
that in accordance with the custom he 
would call Mr. Buist, of Charleston, a 
prominent lawyer, to the chair. 

The Tillmanites protested against this, 
and demanded that the chairman be 
elected. 

Varmer Tolbert, of Edgefield, a promi- 
nent allinceman, was nominated. The anti- 
Tillmanites demanded a yea and nay vote. 
It was impossible to give it, as there was 
no roll of delegates and no secretaries. 

There was much confusion and argu- 
ment. The anti-Tillmanites refused to re- 
cognize the authority of Hoyt to put a 
motion. It was then suggested that the 
vote be taken by. delegation. 

The hall was full of visitors who were 
requested to withdraw, but refused. 

A vote was finally ordered on the question 
of electing the temporary chairman. It was 
a rising vote, the majority of the visitors 
in the hall voting with anti-Tillman 
delegates. The chair could not decide, and 
tellers were appointed from both sides to 
count. A half a dozen different seis of 
anti-Tillman tellers were appointed, each 
set refusing to serve, not recognizing the 
authority of the chair to take such action. 
Finally, all the tellers were drawn from 
the- Tillman side. The vote in the hall was 
even, non-detegates voting on both 
sides. The delegates did not count the 
votes, but reported the number to correspond 
with the delegates of the two factions. 

TOLBERT CHOSEN. 

The result was that Tolbert was declared 
chosen temporary president and John T. 
Duncan, of Newberry, and J. P. Bear, of 
Edgefield, temporary secretaries. 

A committee on credentials was appointed, 
and the committee took recess until 4 p. m. 

At 5:50 o’clock the’ committee reassem- 
bled and appointed a committee to ascertain 
when the committee on credentials would 
be ready to report. The committee reported 
that the credentials committee: would not be 
able to prepare their report until late in the 
afternoon, and another recess was taken 
until 7 p. m. 

THE CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

It was 9 o’clock before the committee on 
credentials ‘was ready to report. The ma- 
jority of the committee being in favor of 
Tillman, reported favoring the seating of 
all Tillman contesting delegations. A mi- 
nority report from Fairfield was made. 

Colonel John C. Haskell, representing the 
minority, protested against’ this action. 

Colonel Sampson Pope, the chairman of 
the committee, was arguing-in favor of un- 
seating the anti-Tillman delegation, when 
Colonel Thomas W. Woodward, of Fair- 
field, rose in his seat and informed Dr. 
Pope that he was telling a deliberate 
lie.

N VIRGINIA. 


Candidates for Congress are Served With 
the Yard Stick. 

RicHMOND, Va., August 13.—[Special.]—All 
three of the aspirants for the democratic 
nomination for congress from this district have 
been served with papers setting forth at con- 
siderable length the ‘“‘demands of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union,” 
which they are asked to pledge themselves to 
recognize uninfiuenced by party caucus be- 
fore the alliance will support them for office. 

In most respects the demands are similar to 
the platforms adopted in other states, but the 
first section is quite radical. It says: 

We demanidgthe abolition of national banks 
and the substitution of legal tender treasury note 
issues in sufficient volume to dothe business of 
the country ona cash 


" ’ 


ness interests of the country expand; that all 
money issued by the government shail be legal 
tender in payment of all debts both public and 
private. ‘ 

Section two demands that congress shall 
pass laws that will effectually prevent the 
scaling features of all agricultural and 
mechanical productions, reserving a stringent 
system of procedure in trials that will secure 
prompt conviction and imposing heavy penal- 
ties: They declare in favor of the free coinage 
of silver; ask thatall lands held by aliens, 
foreign syndicates and by railroads in excess of 
their actual needs be reclaimed by the govern- 
ment to be held for actual settlers. 

Section seven demands that the means of 
communication and transportation shail be 
owned by and operated in the interest of the 
people as is the United States postal system. 
They declare in favor of repealing the in- 
ternal revenue tax and license on tobacco, and 
condemn the purchase of government lands at 
a premium, and demand that they be redeemed 
according to the provisions of the revised 
statutes of the United States. 

It is understood that none of the candidates 
have committed themselves to these principles, 
further than to say they are friendly to the 
agricultural interests, and will support such 
measures as will benefit the farming element. 

Ex-Congressman George D. Wise, in a 
speech yesterday, signified his endorsement of 
the platform adopted by the farmers of Ten- 
nessee, and upon which the democratic can- 
didate for governor for that state was recently 
nominated. 


THE MISSISSIPPI CONSTITUTION.

JACKSON, Miss, August 13.—[Special.]— 
Governor J, L. Alcorn and three other belated 
members appeared and were sworn as mem- 
bers of the convention.

TRANSACTIONS IN SILVER. 


The Treasury Officers Disposed to Be Very 
¢ Mysterious in Regard to Them. 

WASHINGTON, August 13.—For some unex- 
plained reason the treasury officers are dis- 
posed to be very secret and mysterious with 
regard to today’s silver transactiont, and re- 
fuse absolutely to give out any information 
with regard to offers for the sale of silver 
bullion to the government which may have 
been received by the department today, under 
circular of August Ist. The director of the 
mint this afternoon gave out the following 
statement in regard to silver purchases, with 
the remark that ‘‘thisis all there is to say 
about it.’’ 

London quotation, 51} pence; sterling ex- 
change, 4.874; parity, 1.1254. Purchases for 
the Philadelphia, San Francisco and New 
Orleans mints, 310,000 ounces. 

He declined absolutely to say anything in 
regard to the price paid, on the ground that 
he did not think it prudent todo so. It was 
learned, however, from another source that 
the purchases were at a rate slightly in 
excess of the London price, 51} pence, and its 
New York equivalent; 1.1254, and that the 
offers aggregated nearly one million ounces. 
Offers will also be received Friday next. 

Bond offerings today were $1,078,550, all ac- 
cepted at 124 for 4 percents, and 102% for 4} per 
cents. 


THE WOMEN AS CRUSADERS, 


They Clean Out a Saloon and Evidently 
Mean Business, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 13.—[Special.]— 
For several years James Phillips, a merchant 
at Adamsville, Tenn., has been engaged in 
selling whisky in violation of the four-mile 
law, which prohibits the sale of whisky within 
four miiles of any institution of learning, ex- 
cept in incorporated towns. His violation of 
the law has always been a thorn in the side of 
the women of the locality, and yesterday they 
held a meeting to discuss the question. As a 
result, a notice was sent to Mr. Phillips to 
move his whisky out of town immediately. 

He declined to do so, and seventy-five 
women immediately marched to his estab- 
lishment and broke in the door. Several jugs 
were found and placed in a@ row outside the 
building. Mrs. Sallie Wolverton then broke 
the jugs with an ax and notified Phillips that 
he would be ye a with hickory switches 
on on and feathered if he sold any more 
whisky.

THE CONVENTION AT GAINESVILLE 


Gives Him the Nomination By 
Acclamation. 


A’ REPUBLICAN IN THE SEVENTH. 


Judge Lawson Carries Morgan-~ 
Other Pelitical News. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., August 13.—[Special.J— 
Today the convention of the democratic party 
of the ninth congressional district met, trans- 
acted its business with an unparalleled una- 
nimity, unanimously nominated Hon. Thomas 
E. Winn, of Gwinnett, and adjourned with 
great enthusiasm. 

Hon. C. 8. Dunlay called the convention to 
order, and in doing so made a short but 
strong and able appeal to the convention to 
stand by the party’s nominee. 

J. E. Cloud, of Gwinnett, was elected per- 
manent chairman, and accepted the compli- 
mentinastrong and democratic address. J. 
M. Bell, of White, was elected permanent 
secretary. The committee on credentials re- 
ported every county present except Gilmer. 

Thereupon, Hon. C. H. Brand, in a deauti- 
ful and appropriate address, nominated 
Colonel Thomas E. Winn as the party’s can- 
didate for congress. 

At this point Hon. Carter Tate entered the 
hall, andina neat and timely speech, with- 
drew his name as a candidate—he having nine 
votes in the convention—and asked his friends 
to support Winn. 

Colonel Winn’s nomination was seconded by 
delegates from different counties, when he was 
unanimously elected as the nominee 
of the party receiving the entire vote on the 
call of the counties. 

The following committee was appointed to 
notify him of his election: Messrs. A. T. 
Rennett, of Jackson; WSL. Payne, of White, 
and J. M. Bell, of Union. 

The committee on platform, through Chair- 
man Brand, reported the following, which was 
unanimously adopted: 

The democrats of the ninth congressional dis- 
trict, in convention assembied, hereby renews its 
pledges and reaflirms its allegiance to the time- 
honored principles of the party founded by Jeffer- 
son, realizing in their strict maintenance and 
continued perpetuation the only guarantee and 
safety of the people’s liberties. 

Recognizing the just and reasonable demands of 
the farmers and laboring men, who compose the 
rank and file of the voting masses and the great 
bulk of the party; remembering their loyaljy and 
their unfaltering support of the candidates of the 
party at the pollsin the past, we take our standard- 
bearer from their ranks, bespeaking for him their 
undivided support, and pledging to him the hearty 
and cordial support of this convention and invok- 
ing for him the same from all the people of the 
district, regardless of personal choice or party 
lines.

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THE CONSTITUTION 
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DOWN TO WORK 
IN EARNEST. 


THE FIRST DAY AT LAGRANGE 


Is a Busy One for the Azricultural 
Society. 


COLONEL WADDELL FOR PRESIDENT. 


That Is the Way It Looks---The 
Proceedings in Detail. 


LAGRANGE, Ga., August 13.—[Special.]— 
This city certainly presented a lively aspect 
this morning, there being fully four hundred 
delegates moving about the streets, and fully 
a hundred visitors to and guests of the State 
Agricultural Society. The lobbies of the 
hotels were thronged with crowds of agricul- 
turalists, and it was almost impossible to move 
abdut in them without running against an 
honest farmer, or being jammed together be- 
tween two alliancemen. The sun rose beauti- 
ful and clear, and never convention had more 
beautiful weather or prettier and mere hos- 
pitable a city in which to hold its sessions. 

THE EXERCISES BEGIN. 

Promptly at 9 o’clock the Georgia State 
Agricultural Society was cailed to order in 
the chapel of the Southern Female college, 
President W. J. Northen being in the chair. 
The chapel was handsomely and elaborately 
decorated with flowers and ferns, and the dele- 
gates are unanimous in declaring that La- 
Grange takes the cake, so far as preparing for 
hem goes, over all previous conventions. 

The seating capacity of the convention was 
filled to overflowing. On the platform with 
Governor Northen were Colonel Tom Harde- 
man, Dr. If. H. Cary, Dr. E. D. Pitman, R, 
J. Redding, George H. Jones, J. O. Davis, 
Jr.,S. D. Bradwell, R. J. Powell, J. MeC. 
Kryan, J. D. Boyd, J. H. Black, J. M. Mob- 
ley, Kev. J. T. Bruce, W. L. Peek, G. W. 
Loyd, Pierce Horne, J. O. Waddell, Judge M. 
Newman, R. T. Poole, Professor J. W. Glenn, 
I. N. Sanders, D. T. M. Howard, George E. 
Heard and H. T. M. Longley. 

The convention was opend in an eloquent 
prayer by the distinguised Presbyterian minis- 
ter of LaGrange, Rev. J. T. Bruce. 

Dr. E. D. Pitraan, mayor of LaGrange, then 
welcomed the society to this city in the name 
of the city fathers and the citizens. 

Dr. Pitman weleomed the convention, in 
behalf of the citizens and city of LaGrange. 
His address was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause, and was, upon the whole, enthusi- 
astically received. 

The doctor’s welcome was warm and cordial, 
and at once bad the effect of making every in- 
dividual in the convention feel most comfort- 
able. He said ihe body was the best looking 
of any ever seen in the city for fifty years. In 
conciuding, the speaker assured the conven- 
tion that every one was provided for, and that 
LaGrange, in the entertainment of the society, 
would most certainly sustain its well earned 
reputation for the old-time, genuine southern 
hospitality. 

THE TROUP COUNTY CLUB. 

rhe next thing onthe programme was the 
address of welcome on the part of the 
Farmers and Manufacturers’ club of Troup 
county by Hon. F. M. Longley, of LaGrange. 

His speech was an eloquent statement of the 

gricultural situation and of the intimate rela- 
tion of the farm and the factory. He referred 
to the organization of the club he represented 
and the good it had done. 

Mr. Longley then briefly concluded by heart- 
ily welcoming the delegates to LaGrange and 
Troup county in the name of the Farmers and 
Manufacturers’ Club. 

THE WESTERN FAIR ASSOCIATION. 

After the conclusion of Hon. F. M. Longley’s 
address, the chair introduced Dr. H. H. Cary, 
who welcomed the society in the name of the 
Western Georgia Fair Association. 

He said that in 1546 a few men issued a call 
for an agricultural meeting and forty men 
responded, and on August 17th, 1846, the Geor- 
gia State Agricultural Society had been organ- 
ized, and out of those forty men three govern- 
ors had sprung, and governor-making was no 
new thing forthe society. As a sample of 
what could be done in Georgia, he stated that 
Jast year Mr. Truitt, of Troup, raised 
125 bushels of corn to the acre, but Colonel W. 
L. Peek, of Rockdale, had beat that and raised 
131} bushels to the acre, the best record ever 
made in Georgia. He wanted them all to farm 
that way. 

CAPTAIN PARK REPORTS. 

President Northen then announced that the 
next twospeakers on the programme were 
unable to be present on account of illness, but 
that the society was never without resources, 
and had selected the gifted Captain R. E. 
Park, of Macon, toreply tothe addresses of 
weicome by the previous orators. 

This he did in an eloquent little speech, in 
which he referred feelingly to LaGrange, the 
home of his earliest recollections. Then he 
said: 

“There is not a spot upon which God’s great 
Bun shines that is equal to this place in the 
production of men who have distinguished 
themselves in eminent service to the country. 
LaGrange and Troup county claim and truly 
own such menas Julius C. Wofford,Hon. ugh 
Harrison, the father-in-law ofiJohn B. Gordon, 
Senator A. H, Colquitt and others of great 
distinction. Besides LaGrange furnished and 
lost as great, noble and brave men to the ser- 
vice of the confederacy as the world ever saw. 
In the proud array of great men that LaGrange 
has furnished, she pointsto none with more 
pride than tothe illustrious namesof Ben- 
jamin H. Hill, the greatest orator in the world, 
and General John B. Gordon, beloved of 
Georgia. [Great applause.] He concluded with 
® eulogy on the ladies of LaGrange.”

After the roll, Secretary Nisbet read a cir- 
cular issued by himself a short while since ex- 
plaining that Harrison & Co. had misunder- 
stood his order for the proceeding of the Haw- 
kinsville committee, and that, therefore, there 
was a short supply of these records. 

PRESIDENT NORTHEN’S ADDRESS. 

President Northen then delivered his semi- 
annual address. He said he would depart 
from the usual custom, and would talk to 
them about the state fair. 

Never had he had an honor put upon him so 
great as the election to the presidency of this 
society, said Georgia’s next governor. To be 
putin the forefront of the farmers was an 
honor beside which there was no greater. 
This, he said, was his last official address, as 
new officers were to be elected and he would 
not be a candidate for re-election. He had 
found the oftice full of responsibilities, in- 
volving, as it did, the material development of 
the state of Georgia. The office requires much 
ability, constant study and untiring devotion, 
ifits duties are properly attended to. The 
society has heard mth of the theory of 
material development, and he hoped the con- 
vention would reap benetit by those 
theories. But practice is what the 
farmers wanted; and that’s what he wanted 
to talk to them about. . He did not disparage 
the value of theories, but he wanted them not 
to stop at hearing theories, but to put them in 
practice and present them as an object lesson 
at the state fair. 

“T have heard some admirable addresses 
before the society,”” he said, ‘but a dozen 
colts on exhibition at the state fair is a better 
lecture than I have ever heard on stock ; a bale 
of fine hay is a finer lecture for grass growing, 
and so on.”’ 

But they must not disparage theories; 

theories were good things, but no good if not 
adopted, and no good if adopted and results 
not shown, and they ought to be shown at the 
state fair. 
«. ‘*The state fair,’’ he said, ‘‘was an immense 
object lesson on farming, and every farmer 
ought to be interested in it. Eyery farmer 
and other citizen in every county ought to do 
his part. Georgia expected every man to do 
his duty if the various and multiform resources 
of the state were developed. There ought to 
be an exhibit from every county, and he hoped 
there would be. There had never been a state 
fair that was worthy of the society or of the 
state. He intended no reflection upon former 
officers of this society by this remark, as he 
had managed several of the fairs, but it 
was a fact that there had never been a state 
fairthat was fully creditable to the state. 
Where did the blame lie? With 
the members of the society of 
course, asthe state fair was an organization 
of the society. He wanted and exhibit 
from every county from Tennessee to the At- 
lantic, and if it could be had, the fair would 
be complete amaze to all Georgia, and of 
staggering wonder tothe entire country. It 
was not impossible that every county could be 
represented; many counties did have exhibits; 
ifa few, why not all? - The society offered 
$1,200 for the best county exhibity and offered 
to pay a reasonable amount to those counties 
who got no premium, to pay expenses. Every 
farmer in Georgia could have an individual 
exhibit, and the society offer $300 for the best 
individual exhibit, and lesser prizes for others. 
He hoped the convention would not tire of his 
talking the state fair; it was in him as big asa 
horse, and he wanted it to get in them the 
same way. 

Colonel Northen gave the programme of the 
state fairin full, and eloquently. He said 
they would have Legislative Day, National Day 
and a regular Georgia Chautauqua at the fair. 
He had secured free freights on all exhibits to 
the state fair, and was going to try to get free 
transportation for the children of Georgia also. 
The people wanted to see the children. 
Colonel Northen then read extracts from his 
speech at Hawkinsville last year: 

Colonel Northen then told them about the 
educational feature of the fair, giving pro- 
gramme of addresses, lectures, etc. 

He then said that when the Hon. Jefferson 
Davis visited the Macon state fair in 1887, he 
proposed to show Mr. Davis the stock exhibit, 
saying tohim: “Come, let me show you our 
colts.”’ “I want tosee thechildren of Geor- 
gia,’’ was Mr. Davis’s reply. 

He spent $26 in telegrams to have Mr. Davis 
see the children of Georgia. He wanted car 
loads of children from every section of Georgia 
at the state fair, thatthe people of Georgia 
might see the children of Georgia, and wanted 
them to see the different methods of 
teaching in the different § sections of 
the state. Georgia got eat glory 
at her fairs for her tatoes, her corn, her 
cotton and her minerals. Why not get glory 
for her children. Every county in the state 
should have a fair, andin every county the 
state fair and the Piedmont exposition, the 
children and education should be fully ex- 
hibited and improved methods and modes 
introduced and promulgated. 

But he did not want to do all the talking; 
he wanted somebody else to talk about the 
state fair, and he would feel mortified if some- 
body did not speak in its favor when he sat 
down. He was a Georgian all over, from 
crown of head to sole of feet, and wanted 
everything Georgian to blossom and 
bloom as no one else on earth, and 
the greatest developer of this or any 
other age was education.

Ex-Senator S. D. Bradwell, of Hinesville, 
spoke eloquently in favor of the state tair,and 
in his speech he proposed that at the next state 
fair the ingoing and outgoing governors make 
a public exhibition of their plowing in the eyes 
of the people. 

‘*‘What grander pair,” he asked, ‘‘could ex- 
hibit the art of farming than Gordon and 
Norvhen ?”

Powell, of Barnesville; Captain T. J. Lyon, of 
Bartow, and Captain A. T. Putnam,of Glynn, 
who all spoke eloquently and earnestly for the 
fair. Convention then, at 1 p. m, adjourned 
until 2:30 o’clock. 

The Afternoon Session. 


The convention reassembled .at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon. H. T. Patterson, of Spalding, 
introduced a resolution that a committee 
appointed to draft suitable resolutions upon 
the death of 8. W. Bloodworth, a life member, 
which was unanimously passed, and the chair 
appointed H. T. Patterson, of ae ; 8. D. 
Bradwell, of Liberty, and J. O. Waildeil, of 
Peek, as that committee. 

President Northen then introduced Hon. A. 

S. Way, of Liberty county. who delivered a 
splendid address upon ‘“‘The Relations Be- 
tween Agriculture and Wealth.”’ Hisaddress 
was most favorably received and listened to 
with interest. : 
@Under the head, discussion, the Rev. 
A Barnwell, an Episcopal minister 
and president of the Bibb county alliance, 
took the fluor and*fspoke at length upon the 
subtreasury plan. He gave thearguments that 
have been made familiar to your readers. 

After he had spoken for nearly an hour ex- 
Senator George H. Jones, of Gwinnett, arose 
with his watch inhis handand asked the 
privilege of the floor to makea motion. The 


speaker refused to yield the floor, and went om 


for about ten minutes more. When he stated 
that he was about to conclude he was greeted 
with tremendous applause, which lasted about 
five minutes. 

E. T. Moore, of Hancock, arose at the conclu- 
sion of the speech, and said the speech re- 
minded him of probing for a ball in a 
wounded man and continuing it after 
the man was dead. The gentleman 
from Bibb had not said a_i thing 
about how to make cotton, how to get mules 
to plow it with, or how to pay the negro to hoe 
it, but had told them how to store the cotton. 
What they were here for was to talk about 
raising cotton, not how to house it. This sub- 
treasury bill, he said, was a delusion anda 
snare to the farmers. He made a lengthy ar- 
gument against the subtreasury bill. Mr. 
Moore was loudly applauded throughout his 
#peech. 

At this point Hon. Felix Corput introduced 
a resolution setting 4:30 o’clock this afternoon 
as the special hour for the election of the new 
ofticers of the convention. He said many of 
the delegates wanted to gotothe midsummer 
festival in Atlanta and would be glad to vote 
before they went. 

Uncle Sammie Flemming, of Baker, opposed 
the motion. He created quite a laugh by sev- 
eral of his allusions to Atlanta and her grand 
pageant. 

Colonel L. F. Livingston, of Newton, spoke 
for the motion and Colonel J. H. Fannie, of 
Troup, against it. Secretary Nesbitt de- 
clared the delegates return ticket were not 
good until the 15th. The vote resulted in 
killing Mr. Corput’s motion bya vote of 73 
to 119. 

SOME OF THE SPEECHES. 


George H. Janes, of Gwinnett, moved 
that speeches be limited to five minutes. Gov- 
ornor Northen then introduced Professer B. 
Iryb, of the Cycloneta Stock and Agricul- 
tural farm, whospoke on ‘*The Possibilities 
of the Wire Grass Regions of Georgia.”’ 

Professor R. A. Redding, of the Experiment 
Station of Georgia, then addressed the con- 
vention on what was being done at the station, 
and at the conclusion of his addressthe con- 
vention wdjourned until 8 o’clock in the even- 
ing. : 

The Night Exercises. 

The convention assembled about 8 :30 o’clock 
tonight to’listen to a lecture on ‘‘How Plants 
Grow,’’ by Dr. L. B. Clifton, of Macon. There 
was alargecrowdin attendance in the Cox 
College chapel, and the doctor’s lecture was 
highly appreciated. It was able and thorough, 
and was illustrated throughout with a 
stereopticon. 

After the doctor’s lecture, there was a brill- 
iant little concert given tothe delegates by 
the local taient of LaGrange, managed by 
Professor C. C. Cox and Mrs. J. F. Cox, of 
the Southern Female College. The concert 
was delightful,and the delegates were delighted 
with it. 

After the concert an experiment meeting 
was on the programme, but the hour was so 
late and the delegates so tired that few of 
them remained, and it did not amount to 
much. 

An attempt will be made to rush the. busi- 
ness of the convention through during té- 
morrow morning’s session, hut there are some 
sticklers who want the programme adhered to, 
and it may not adjourn until tomorrow night. 
According to the programme, the election of 
president and secretary does not come off 
until the last thing tomorrow. A knowing 
man told me after the concert tonight that it 
would undoubtedly be Waddell and Jemison 
respectively. 

Convention Notes. 

Before the convention met I asked Colone- 
Tom Hardeman about his candidacy for the 
presidency of the society. He said he was 
not a candidate and did not want the office, and 
did not want it put out that he would accept 
if elected. That he could not well refuse if 
elected, but if it was so stated, it might lead 
to his election anyhow, when he did not want 
the office. 3 

There is only one lady delegate to this con 
vention, Miss Mary Walker, of Carsonville 
Taylor county. Sheis a daughter of Colonel 
A. M. Walker, of Carsonville, the gentleman 
who delivers the address on ‘‘Practical Dairy 
Farming in Georgia.’’ She often takes con- 
trol of her father’s dairy during his enforced 
absences, and sheis a great favorite among the 
delegates. 

The LaGrange Light Guards gave an exhi- 
bition drill on the public square this morning 
for the benefit of the delegates. They made a 
fine showing and the farmers enjoyed exceed- 
ingly the maneuvers of west Georgia’s crack 


company. 

Comptroller General Wright was in the 
audience during today’s sessions of the so- 
ciety, and Hon. C. L. Moses was moving 
among the delegates. 

After the convention was adjourned the del- 
egates were driven around the city by its citi- 
zens. 

Hon. J. T. Henderson was on the programme 
to read the commissioner of agriculture’s re- 
port today, but he is not here.

THE BROTHERHOOD ORDERS OUT 
ITS MEN AT ALBANY. 


Caused by the Central’s Freight Being Han- 
dled by the Deleware and Hudson— 
New Men Brought from the West. 


Aupany, N. Y., August 13.—Chief Reed, 
of the Firemen’s}Brotherhood, is authority for 
the following: 

“We are all ordered out by an order from 
headquarters. Mr. Sargent, of Cleveland, 
chief of the Firemen’s Brotherhood orders the 
strike.’’ 

At noon the Delaware and Hudson company’s 
freight and yard men, except the engineers 
and firemen quit work as though a signal had 
been given on that road. General Manager 
Young,fof the Delaware and Hudson said at 3 
o’clock that the strike on that road only in- 
cluded the freight handlers, switchmen and 
yardmen in the Albany yards. He does not 
know what preciptated this action on the part 
of the men. 

NEW YORK CENTRAL FREIGHT THE CAUSE. 

On the other hand the men assert that they 
have detected Delaware and Hudson officials 

_endeavoring to move Central freight in viola- 
tion of a promise made to District assembly 
246. They say they did not strike without due. 
warning and that the strike will extend the 
whole length of the road before night. Passen- 

er trains are all running and strikers say they 
will not disturb them. There is a large amount 
of perishable freight here consigned to Sara- 
toga hotels which was already to go up this 
afternoon. One hundred and fifty switchmen 
from the west arrived here today and were 
placed in the yards of the New York Central 
Company at east and west Albany. 
MORE TROUBLE AHEAD. 

The knights assert that these men were 
brought from the Michigan Central yards at 

Whicago and that the result will be to extend 

the strike to the central and western conaec- 
tions. A dispatch from Chicago, however, 
says that is not correct, that none of the Mich- 
igan Central’s men have been sent east. The

THE CENTRAL STRIKE. 


Trains Running on Time and Everything 
Quiet. 

New York, August 13.—The strike situa- 
tion today remains unchanged, excepting that 
the officials claim that it is improv. They 
say the freight trains are coming in and going 
out on time. They say that the running of 
passenger trains has resumed their normal con- 
dition. The suburban traffic still suffers. 

Mr. Webb says he has received numerous 
applications frém old hands, but will not under 
any circumstances reinstate them. He also 
says that he has received applications from 
men on other roads suflicient in number to 
man the whole Central system. Those men 
are already employed, but they would consider 
a change to the Central an improvement. 

At Sixty-fifth street the yardmen are at 
work, preparing to send out more freight trains 
today. The usual number sent out from these 
yards at this time of the yearis from eight to 
ten daily. Yesterday five were sent out, and 
it is expected that the number will beincreased 
today. Freight trains are being moved from 
St. John park, in Thirtieth street. The police 
are still on guard at the Grand Central depot, 
but to an ordinary observer there is nothing to 
indicate that there has been a strike. 


Fighting the Westinghouse Company. 

PirtssuRG, Pa., August 13.—Additional in- 
terest has been given the machinists’ strike 
here as being the first of. a similar move- 
ment to sweep over the country, by the 
fact that the Westinghouse interests are 
bitterly fighting the movement. Two plants 
of this concern will start up Monday with as 
many men as they can get. Both machine and 
electric plants have been lying idle and the 
managers now claim they will beable to start 
with new and a portion of the old men, ona 
basis of less pay if less hours are worked. 

Nearly all of the large firms have conceded * 
to thedemands of the men, except the great 
Westinghouse company. The concessions 
made by other companies have not influenced 
this concernand they renewed their positive 
decision today of ‘‘nine hours’ work for nine 
hours’ pay’*and no more. This firm employs 
4,000 men and of these 2,500 have struck and 
remain firm. 

A General Strike Will Be Ordered. 

DuneEpIN, N. Z., August 10.—A general 
strike of the men employed in the shipping 
trade and on the railwaysis imminent. The 
trouble arises from the action of a firm in 
Christ Church which employs a number of 
women. The discharge of the women was 
demanded by the unions, and upon the firm’s 
refusal to accede to the demand, a boycott 
was declared against them. The shipping 
and railway companies continue to handle the 
goods of the firm and the men declare that if 
it is not stopped a general strike will be in- 
augurated.

The official programmer, Mr. O. J. Pease, 
completed his task lastnight. The programme 
and souveniris a handsome sixty-four page 
pamphlet with an engraved cover representing 
the elephant, and adorned with colored decora- 
tions in red and blue on a buff ground. The 
frontispiece is a handsome picture of General 
Chairman H. J. Fear, and on the second page 
appear the names of the grand marshal, divis- 
ion commanders, aides and couriers. Thirty- 
two pages are devoted to descriptions of the 
floats, handsomely printed in leaded long 
primer with blue ink, the names of exhibitors 
coming in alphabetical order. The rest of the 
book is devoted to neatly printed advertise- 
ments. 

Mr. Pease has labored day and night on the 
souvenir, andit isa creditto his skill asa 
typographical artist. He took it as an indi- 
vidual enterprise at considerable expense, and 
the result is entirely satisfactory to the execu- 
tive committee. 

Descriptions of the Floats. 

The following are the descriptions given in 
the official programme, which shows 105 tloats 
and a special division of seventy-five mounted 
men to take up a space about equal to twenty 
floats. This leaves off some of the floats 
whose owners failed to report their descriptions 
in time to get on the official programme. The 
list is as follows:

Atlanta Constitution, Float No. 1—The first float 
represents the coat of arms of Georgia, the word 
‘“Constitution’’ in the motto representing the 
great paper which rose in defense of constitutional 
rights during the dark days of reconstruction. 
Over all are the American flag and the American 
eagle, typical of a restored union and undying loy- 
alty to our common country. 

Atlanta Constitution, Float No. 2—*Uncle 

temus at Home.’’—This float represents the 

typical log cabin, with the old man seated in front 
of his door. The little boy is reclining at his knee 
listening to the wonderful tales about Brer Fox 
and Brer Rabbit. The cabin is ornamented with 
the traditional long-necked gourds and the coon- 
skin. Uncle Remus’s face beams with good 
nature, and the liappiness of childhood brightens 
the countenance of his attentive listener. The

Atwater H. L.—Mr. H. L. Atwater, the carriage 
manufacturer, is represented by a handsome float, 
occupying thirty feet of space,and carrying his 
famous deer team. This team, which draws the 
handsomest light phaeton in his establishment, is 
composed of two large brown bucks with branch- 
ing antlers. A beautiful young lady holds the 
reins. 

Atlanta Furniture Manufacturing Company, No. 
i—This float is fourteen feet long, and has several 
cabinet makers at work making doll furniture, 
2,500 pieces of which will be given away during 
the parade. The float is drawn by four horses. 

Atianta Furniture Manufacturing Company, 
No. 2—This float is fourteen feet long,and is a 
representation of a room neatly fitted up with one 
of their handsome suits of furniture. The room

Atlanta Wire Works—This float is 16 feet high, 
6 feet wide and I6 long. Onthe float is a strong 
wire cage with the jaguar from Grant park.

Onthe platform is 
a display of wire chairs and settees, which are 
occupied bya band of juvenile minstrels. It is 
handsomely decorated with wire work, bunting, 
flarsand signs. On the front of the float is dis- 
played a collection of fine bank railing and other 
wire work; while on the backend is a complete 
office fitted up with” wire railing. Professor 
Havens will be in the cage with the jaguarand give 
exhibitions.

Atlanta Paper Company—aA large float bearing 
a representation of their factory with very hand- 
some banners, flags, etc. A large display of the 
roods carefully arranged on it.

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The Farmers and the Trusts. 

A few northern newspapers that appear to 
have a leaning totrustsare of the opinion that 
the farmers cannot successfully contend 
against the jute monopoly, and that the 
latter must eventually triumph. 

But with the experience of the past before 
them, the farmers need have nothing to fear. 
The blow which they have already given the 
jute trust was a severe one, and it will take 
more than the cant of its advocates to dis- 
courage them now. They have demonstrated 
the fact that they can market the products 
of their fields without the aid of trusts, of 
whatever nature, and the work they have 
accomplished inthe past is the earnest of the 
work they will do in the future. 

It is useless, therefore, for these news- 
paper trust advocates to say that the farmers 
cannot hold out on cotton bagging; or that 
they cannot utilize pine straw and cotton 
stalks as covering for their fleecy bales. 
They will be equal to the occasion at all 
times, and will find in the rich resources of 
the south invincible weapons with which to 
fight organized monopoly. 

In matters industrial and political the 
farmers were never more hopeful or stronger 
than at the present time; they are ‘‘on 
deck,’’ as it were, and the order to which 
they belong is ten times stronger than the 
strongest trust in the country. They will 
take care of themselves, which is more than 
the trusts which oppose their interests will 
be able to do. 


It Comes Too Late. 

The New York Tribune has suddenly 
opened its eyes to the importance of the cot- 
ton industry in this country. 

Without acknowledging the kingship of 
the southern staple, The Tribune admits 
that it is an important factorin our indus- 
trial progress, and suggests that we should 
celebrate the centennial of cotton spinning 
in the United States. 

The suggestion comes too late. -The cot- 
ton centennial was celebrated in Atlanta ten 
years ago, andthe world is still talking 
about it. 

But it is gratifying to see this spontaneous 
recognition of King Cotton. It means busi- 
mess, Within the past few weeks the peo- 
ple of the north have learneda thing or 
two. They no longer regard the south as a 
conquered province to be dealt with at the 
will of the conqueror. They have found out 
that sovereign states have their rights, and 
cannot be wiped out like counties. They 
have discovered that cotton cannot be made 
a profitable crop in a military district. They 
have looked beyond their sectional preju- 
dices, and their sober business judgment has 
pointed them to King Cotton as their best 
friend when hard times come upon them. 

The suggestion of a cotton industrial cele- 
bration comes too late. We have already 
heard it, and The Tribune ten year’s ago 
glorified it. And yet it is not out “of order. 
Jt is simply a recognition of the industria] 
progress of the south.

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The Downtrodden Jews. 

The persecution of Jews in Russia con- 
tinues with unabated cruelty and violence, 
and the czar’s petty officials are active in 
instituting measures of oppression for this 
downtrodden race. Nearly every mail 
brings to this country letters from -Russian 
Jews to their relatives, detailing the _ perse- 
cution to which they are subjected, and ap- 
pealing for deliverance from the hand of the 
oppressor. 

In speaking of these persecutions in the 
every day affairs of life among the Jews, an 
exchange says that their extent would sur- 
pass belief if the stories were not established 
beyond a doubt by letters direct from-many 
victims corroborating each other. These.let~ 
ters show, says one account, that “‘it was 
not enough that the government should 
place every obstacle in the way of a Jew’s 
rising to any place of prominence or honor, 
in civil or military office, but that things 
have come to that pass where thriving Jews 
can be harassed and driven from their 
homes; that they can be lawfully robbed of 
their property, restricted in the honest bus- 
iness they may wish to engage in, thrust 
out of their seats in public conveyances, and 
literally kicked and spat upon like curs in 
the very streets. 

This is certainly. deplorable state of 
affairs, and it is remarkable that it con- 
tinues in the face of the strongest protests 
from humane and influentia] friends of this 


downtrodden race in Russia. A Jew is con- 


sidered something less than a dog there, and 


certainly meets with far less considera- 
tion at the hands of the Christian populace. 

It is strange that such tyranny can exist 
4n a civilized and Christian’ country; the 
mere fact thatthe people are. Christiang 
should feach them more humanity to their 


| day*by day. 


fellow-men—whether Jews or Gentiles. 
And again: the unenviable reputation 
which Russia now holds before'the world in 
the iight of the atrocities of the Siberian 
convict system should deter the government 
from branching out in a new direction, and 
thus adding infamy to infamy. <A sample 
of this tyranny to the Jews is given by a 
Philadelphia paper, which says: 

A Russian Jew named Sussinan, who has been 
here only a féw months, and is living with his 
sister at 338 Spruce street, has just received a let- 
ter from his brother, Isaac Sussman, of Raden, a 
Russian town near the Armenian fiontier. Suss- 
man owns a house and ground worth $2,000, and 
three mouths before June 6th,the date of his letter, 
he receiyed notice from the chief city official that 
he must sell out his property in six months. The 
poor man sold out his furniture and goods and 
sent his family to America, and remained there 
himself to try to sell his house. The official order 
being made public, no Russian will pay him any- 
thing for the property until the time is up, when 
he is forced to sell it fora song or see it confis- 
cated. Three months have passed, and he is won- 
dering what on earth to do to save himself from 
poverty. What pretense of a reason is set up for 
the order does not exactly appear. 

Harrowing accounts of the cruelties prac- 
ticed on this poor people are not wanting 
Such a system of causeless per- 
secution is a disgrace to the country and the 
government which sanctions it, and a dy- 
nasty so unmerciful and tyrannical cannot 
prosper, but must eventually fall beneath 
the indignant blows of the oppressed. Op- 
pression reigns in Russia everywhere; its 
overthrow and the complete triumph of 
liberty is only a question of time.

Cost of Iron in the South. 

In the current number of the Manufac- 
turers’ Record appear two articles of excep- 
tional interest, from which we condense 
some interesting facts that are worth re- 
membering. 

The first article is based upon the report 
of the Hon. C. D. Wright, United States 
commissioner of labor, which has just been 
presented to congress. The report gives 
evidence of great labor, in the minute de- 
tails of its research, and sagacity in colla- 
tion. The number of establishments «se- 
lected is 115—-sixty in the north and twenty- 
six in the south. In parallel columns he 
gives the cost per ton, run of furnace, north 
and south. 
that the cost of the ores and material in the 
southern furnaces is very considerably less 
than in the northern furnaces. 

The smallest cost per ton of ore in the 
northern furnaces is $4.265, and the highest 
$8.769. There is no material difference in 
the cost of labor or in the pay of officers and 
clerks, the last item being somewhat larger 
in the north than in the south. The aver- 
age of taxes is nearly the same, 

Tables are made of the lowest and highest 
cost of the materials used in producing the 
iron in northern and southern furnaces, of 
which we reproduce the statistics, giving the 
essential and significant facts of the com-

These tables show very clearly | 


the cheapest of the southern furnaces is 
$3.871 lower than the cheapest in the list of 
northern furnaces, These tables also dem- 
onstrate that the highest cost of production 
of a southern furnace is only $.485, or a 
little over a half cent per ton higher than 
the lowest cost on the list of northern fur- 
naces. Among the many interesting de- 
ductions which may be made, we quote the 
following, which will be a surprise to some 
of our readers: 

‘*The northern furnace enjoys the advan- 
tage of cheaper coke, although paying highe® 
freights by more than 50 percent. There 
lies one of the greatest obstacles with which 
Pennsylvania iron makers have to contend, 
namely, high rail freights. It is not neces- 
sary to look beyond the tables given above 
for conclusive evidence of this. Thereisa 
southern furnace that pays 85 cents per ton 
for a 120-mile haul on its coke, while the 
northern (presumably Pennsylvania) furnace 
pays $1.35 for a haul of 125 miles.’’ 

The high and disinterested authority from 
which these tables are taken establishes the 
facts beyond dispute. It is the beginning of 
the end. It is the beginning of the fulfill- 
ment of the prophecies of our northern vis- 
itors. Among the most striking evidences 
of the realization of these facts is the estab- 
lishment of the main plant of the Chicago 
Steel Car Works in Bridgeport, on the Ten- 
nessee, of which Mr. John F. Johnson, 
whom we regard as still a half Atlanta man, 
is secretary. The factory building is over 
900 feet in length, and is being built in the 
most substantial manner. If the claims of 
superiority made by the patentees of these 
cars prove correct, they will take the mark- 
ets of the world. 

The evidences are cumulative that the 
development of the Piedmont region of the 
south is rapidly assuming definite and vast 
proportions. The current of northern and 
western immigration has turned. 
a feeling of unrest, especially in the farther 
west and nortnwest. The calamitous visita- 
tions to which their crops are subjected, the 
mortgages to which they are forced to re- 
sort eating up their substance, are forcing 
this hardy and enterprising people to look 
elsewhere for a home. To a more genial 
climate, free from droughts, cyclones,: the 
ravages of grasshoppers equal to the plagues 
of Egypt, with the earth covered for six 
months with snows, making all nature bleak 
and barren. Why so clever a people have 
been so long in finding out this happy land 
is surprising.

No railroad meeting held in Atlanta in 
many a day has excited as much interest as 
did yesterday's meeting of the Atlanta and

The Atlanta and Florida is essentially an 
Atlanta institution, one m which the peo- 
ple feel great interest; and the success of the 
road, present and prospective, is gratifying, 
not only to those financially concerned, but 
to Atlanta people in general. 

The reports of President Maddox and 
Superintendent Garrett carry a story of suc- 
cess. When Colonel Maddox accepted the 
presidency, the road was but a local line be- 
tween here and Fort Valley, with practically 
no connections, and barely paying running 
expenses—if at all. Since then President 
Maddox has, with the efficient assistance of 
Superintendent Garrett, placed the road 
where it not only pays running expenses, 
but is run at a profit, and now its possibili- 
ties are literally unlimited, 

Under Colonel Maddox’s management, 
the Atlantaand Florida, with its present 
connections and those that will surely be 
made in the near future, has reached a 
point where it holds the key to the railroad 
situation in Georgia. 

It is a record to be proud of. 


Work Is the Thing. 

Sometimes a labor agitation accomplishes 
good results, but the agitators rarely ever 
make anything out of it. 

We are speaking of the leaders. In this 
country a few years ago, Dennis Kearney 
promised to be a power. He crossed the 
continent like a conquering hero, receiving 
ovations at every station, and even Faneuil 
Hall opened its doors to him. He was the 
uncrowned king of the workingmen. But 
where is Dennis Kearney now? 

Three years ago a new man came to the 
front in England. John Burns, a locomo 
tive engineer, became the head of the social- 
istic agitation. His word was law in labor 
circles. When he frowned all England was 
troubled. When he stamped his foot the 
whole framework of the British government 
trembled. A signal from him would have 


precipitated the foremost nation of Europe | 


intoanarchy. His good judgment prevented 
such a calamity. He favored peaceful meth- 
ods, and his ability caused Cardinal Manning, 
the lord mayor, and great statesmen and 
capitalists to consult him. He settled dan- 
gerous strikes, and preserved the peace of 
society, while advancing the interests of his 
followers. 

It was thought that this man would re- 
ceive some recognition—some reward. Peo- 
ple expected to see him sent to parliament. 
A dream—nothing but a*dream. Now comes 
reality in the shape of the great agitator’s 
end, 

It seems that when John Burns left his 
locomotive to work for the good of his fellow- 
toilers the labor societies allowed him $10 a 
week. Upon this stipend he was expected 
to live and dress, and mingle with statesmen 
and aristocrats. Recently even this small 
sum was withdrawn, because the trades’ 
unions failed to pay their assessments, and 
it is announced that Burns will now mount 
his cab again. | 

If republics are ungrateful, the same 
charge may be brought against men in gen- 
eral, The London agitator will have to con- 
tent himself with the reflection that he has 
helped others.

Three commissioners will be elected to fill 
the places of Messrs. Hunnicutt, Collins and 
Murphy, who are themselves candidates for 
re-election. 

The other possible candidates are M. C. 
Kiser and J. W. Nelms. 

The name of Colonel G. W. Adair was men- 
tioned in this connection, but he has published 
a card declining to run. 

There is a good deal of talk now adriftabout 
a certain amendment enacted by the last 
legislature, which bears with much 
significance upon the election of county com- 
missioners. 

It is an act requiring that one commissioner 
must come from the country, stipulating that 
he must not be a resident of any incorpor- 
ated town in Fulton county. 

| HOW IT READS. 

That amendment which institutes this change 
in the methods of electing commissioners 
for the county has the following clause in sec- 
tion 2 of the enactment: 


Of the commissioners so elected, one must be a 
non-resident of the city of Atlanta, or any other 
incorporated town in the county, andhe shall be 
voted for under the designation, ‘For Commis- 
sioner from the Country.’’ Of those thus voted 
for, the one récéiving the largest vote, Irrespect- 
ive of the, votes cast for the other 
commissioners Shall be elected, and shall hold 
oftice fora term of four years. His successors, 
in regular line, shall be chosen quadrennially 
thereafter, the same provisions above made ap- 
viying. 


“The othercommissioners to be elected at this 
election shall be voted for under the designation, 
‘For county commissioners,’ and the two receiv- 
ing the largest number of the votes cast, exclu- 
sive of those voted ‘for commissioner from the 
country,’ shall be for a term of four years, as 
shall aiso their successors, in regular line—etc.”’ 

The County Tickets. 

Although the primary to act upon the tickets 
‘or the connty offices will not be held before 
the 15th of September, those tickets are 
quietly shaping themselves. 

For clerk of superior court there will prob- 
ably be three tickets in the field. There will 
at least be two. 

Judge C. H. Strong, who was defeated by 
Judge Tanner, the incumbent, is already in 
race. 

Judge Henry Tanner, whois now serving, 
will ask his re-election, and has already 
avowed his candidacy. 

Speaking of the race, he said yesterday: 

‘*T am certainly in the field and am getting 
ready for the race. I cannot say yet who will 
be my deputies, for I have not made any 
definite arrangements that way. I can only 
say that I am myself a candidate for clerk of 
the superior court.” 

It has been rumored that Mr. Walter 
Venable, whois one of the present deputies, 
will also head a ticket for the clerk’s office. 

He said yesterday, however, that he had not 
fully decided whether he would offer his name 
in that way or not. He has been asked to run, 
but will not know definitely what he will do 
until next week. 

TAX COLLECTOR AND RECEIVER. 

Mr. A. P. Stewart, with his able eflicient and 
well known deputy, Captain S. B. Love, will 
be candidates for re-election to the office of tax 
collector. 

The same applies in the case of tax receiver. 
Captain John Loyd will be a candidate for re- 
election, and up to date has no opposition. 

AS TO THE SHERIFF. 

There are two tickets out for the sheriff’s 
office already, according to authoritative talk. 

The in-—ticket will be urged by the friends of 
Sheriff Thomas and his deputies, but there are 
Others who will endeavor to put in Captain 
Morrow and his ticket of deputies. 

This ticket, as rumored, reads thus: 

For sheriff, Captain J. W. Morrow; deputies, J. 
M. Liddell, T. M. Armistead and ‘Clem R. Harris. 

But the following card puts a change to the 
rumored ticket to an extent: 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 13.—Editor Constitution : 
In this morning’s CONSTITUTION you put me down 
as one of the probable candidates ona sheriff’s 
ticket. This isa mistake, as I wil! not be a candi- 
date for that office.

HAS A WORD TO SA¥ ABOUT THAT 
SPECIAL ORDER. 


He Publishes a Card in Which He Uses Some 
Very Plain Language About His 
Lieutenaut Colonel. 


Lieutenant George T. Fry, of Company K, 
Third Tennessee Regiment, has a word to say 
about the action of Lieutenant Colonel Fyffe 
in suspending him. 

It was said in The Chattanooga News. 

The Times printed the story which THE 
CoNSTITUTION published yesterday, and in the 
afternoon The News published about the same, 
with a card from Lieutenant Fry. 

The card is quite lively in its yerbage. 


Here it is: 

To the Editor of the News: In the Times this 
morning appeared a most remarkable re- 

wort of a proceedings said to have 
won had at tho headquarters of co m- 
pany K, Third regiment N. G. 5. T., in this city, 
and followed by an order of Lieutenant Colonel 
J.P. Fytfe. el 

The order of Lieutenant Colonel J. P. Fyffe 
writes him down an unmitigated ass, and for his 
delectation he is hereby informed that his s0- 
called special order will not be obeyed. 

t. Lieutenant Colonel Fyife was not at the 
headquarters of the jThird regiment when he is- 
sued his so-called order. 

2. Lieutenant Colonel Fyffe is not in command 
of the third regiment. 

United States regulations, section 990, Says: 
“Commanding ofticers alone have power to place 
ofticers in arrest, except as provided in the twen- 
ty-fourth article of war.’’ 

Section 991. “An arrest may be imposed by 
order of the commanding officer, given by him in 
person or conveyed through his 8 officer, 
either orally orin writing.”’ 

Section 993 says: ‘‘Officers shall not be placed 
under arrest for slight offenses.” 

The twenty-fourth article of war says: ‘That 
all ofticers of what condition so ever have power 
to quell all quarrels, frays and disorders, whether 
aniong persons belonging to his own or another 
corps.”’ 

Now here is a case where neither the regiment 
or any constituent part thereof was on any sort 
of military service under orders from any, source 
whatever, engaged in a purely social matter. 
Growing out of this is an order from an officer not 
in- command of anything or anybody. Thi 
officer undertakes to remove another 
officer from. his command by an order headed 
“Headquarters. Third Regiment, N. G. 8. T.,”’ 
when, in fact, it was not written at headquarters 
of the regiment. The so-called order of removal 
was not delivered to the party intended to be af- 
fected “in person or conveyed through any staff 
officer.”’ The order does not purport to be an ar- 
rest or anything of the kind. 

There was no “quarrel, affray or .disorders’’ to 
bring a case within the twenty-fourth article of 
war, or to authorize an arrest under that head, 
even if Fyffe had been in command. I repeat that 
the socalled order writes down Lieutenant Colonel 
J.P. Fyffe asan ass, wholly unfitted to be en- 
trusted with any command whatever, all of which 
I shali undertake to demonstrate befvre a court- 
martial of competent jurisdiction. 

So far as the action of the members of Company 
K is concerned I have no feeling whatever of 
matice or ill-will toward any of them. There 
were only eleven of them all told in the party at 
Lookout mountain on Sunday. I do not think 
that there is one individual among them who will 
say that they saw or heard me do or say anything 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman. 

Upon my own conduct I shall demand a court of 
ingquiry,and upon the conduct of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Fyffe shall demand a court-martial. 

it is proper that I should state that I had ten- 
dered my resignation as first lieutenant of this 
colpany nearly a month before this transaction.

BRICK FOR THE STREETS 


ANEW MATERIAL PATENTED BY 
ATLANTIANS FOR PAVING. 


A Company Organized—To Put in Machinery 
and to Make a New Street Paving, 
Which Is Said to Be Excellent. 


A strong-company is being organized in At- 
lanta for the purpose of manufacturing an 
improved paving brick, together with a full 
line of ornamental and first-grade building 
brick. 

Most of the preliminary work of forming the 
company has already been done, and it is now 
only a-question of a short time when the new 
company will have its product upon the 
market. 

The capital stock is to be $25,000, which 
will be enlarged when required. 

In the new works an improved. re-press- 
ing machine will be used. The use of 
this particular machine is controlled by 
the company now organized, and owing 
to its peculiar construction, the gentlemen in- 
terested claim that other manufacturers, using 
old machines, cannot begin tocompete with 
them. 

For instance, in the manufacture of orna- 
mental brick, Mr. W.F. Parkhurst, who is 
actively engaged in the formation of the com- 
pany and introduction of the new machino, 
states that brick which cost $150 per thousand 
from Chicago makers, can be made in Georgia 
and sold. at $65 or $75 per thousand as made 
by the process, which is to be used by the new 
company. 

This saving is accomplished largely by the 
improvements in re-pressing, which is much 
more rapid and accompanied.by fewer losses 
in spoiled brick than the ordinary machines. 
The machine he will use, Mr. Parkhurst says, 
has a capacity of 30,000 brick per day, while 
the ordinary machine turns out only about 
8,000. 

The clay deposit has already been secured. 
This is of a very superior quality, and pos- 
sesses a property that makes an extra fine 
vitrified brick for paving streets. The man- 
ufacture of this vitrified, re-pressed paving 
brick will be a specialty of the concern. 

‘‘We intend to pave streets when we get to 
work,’’ said Mr. Parkhurst yesterday. ‘‘There 
is no question about the superiority of brick 
for paving, and it needs only a little thought 
and investigation to convince any person of 
this fact. 

‘‘Chattanooga has a number of streets paved 
with what is known as granite brick, and 
streets of the same sortare being put down 
in Memphis. They have proven eminently 
satisfactory, and such being so, I have no fear 
that. our vitrified brick, which is much harder 
and re-pressed instead of rough, will meet with 
instant success as soon as placed upon the 
market. 

‘‘Qur brick, of which I have some samples, 
is so hard that it will cut glass. It will resist 
wear more than granite, and, being smoothly 
finished, can be laid so closely and compactly 
that there will be no cracks, consequently 
no chipping off at the edges. 

“Granite has proven unfit for paving on 
residence streets, and is not as fine as we once 
supposed for business streets. It is rough and 
noisy, and when it is taken up to repair pipes, 
everybody kuows that it has never yet been re- 
laid so that ugly guilies were not left to mark 
the places. The same objection applies to 
asphalt. Itis very nice, as long as you let it 
aione, but just take up the street to repair 
pipes, and as long as the pavement remains it 
will be a nuisance and an eyesore. 

“It is different with brick. A street laid 
with these is as hard and durableas granite,and 
as smooth and noiseless asasphalt. ‘Then when 
you take up one of these brick pavements, being 
in two layers, and having an. 8x8 inch base, 
there is no trouble about laying it again with- 
out the possibility of sinking. 

‘“‘After the ground is prepared a layer of 
brick laid on their sides is placéd first, then 
upon this four inches of sand, and the top 
bricks, edgewise, on top of this. The bricks 
forin squares of 8x8 inches, which stop their 
ability of sinking a great deal.’’ 

Mr. Parkhurst states that the vitrified brick 
which his company will make can be put 
down at acost slightly above belgian block, 
and below whatit costs to pave with asphalt.

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POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM, 


ON EXHIBITION AT THE STATION 
HOUSE. 
The Matter of its Adoption Will Probably 
Come up Before the Next Council—The 
Working of the System, 


A police signal system. 

That is what Atlanta needs and what she 
will more than likely have at no distant day. 

Provided, of course, the council can skirmish 
around and produce the money necessary to 
pay for it. 

For some days past the station house was 
overrun with electrical apparatus, soto speak. 
Twocomplete signal systems have been on 
exhibition, and the councilmen and commis- 
sioners have thoroughly investigated the 
merits of each. 

All that remains on the part of the com- 
mittee now is to choose one or the other of 
the two systems, or neither, then make its 
recommendation to the council. This will 
likely be done this week, and at its next meet- 
ing the council will be asked to produce the 
funds. 

The two systeins exhibited are the Municipal 
of Boston and the Gamewell of New York. 
They are similar in many respects. The 
Gamewell is fitted with more appliances and 
is capable of more different uses. 

THE NEED OF A SIGNAL SYSTEM. 

Some time ago Messrs. King and Woodward, 
of the council, and Lester and Brown, of the 
police commission, at the invitation of the 
makers, visited New York and several other 
eastern cities to examine the systems in use 
there. 

They came back thoroughly convinced that 
Atlanta ought to be provided with a police 
signal system. The result was that Mr. Lester, 
of the police commission, was requested to 
correspond with the various proprietors of 
signal systems and invite them to exhibit their 
apparatus in Atlanta, with a view of one being 
adopted here. 

The Municipal Signal Company, of Boston, 
and the Gamewell Signal Company, of New 
York, responded by sending on to Atlanta 
their representatives, with complete specimen 
apparatus. ; 

Several days ago the exhibition by the 
Municipal system was made and the apparatus 
reshipped to the Boston house, to await the 
choice of the council, or rather the committee 
entrusted with the recommendation of the 
award. ..2#% 

WHAT THE SYSTEM IS FOR. 

The police signal system is to the police de- 
partment and protection of the citizen from 
criminals what the fire alarm is to the fire do- 
partment and the protection of the citizens 
from the ravages of the flames. 

It increases the certainty of punishment for 
crime, and as a consequence acts as a most ef- 
fective preventive. 

A special feature of the system is that, by 
means of call keys, it gives private citizens 
the privilege of summoning with the speed of 
electricity, police protection from the central 
station, no matter how remote from that point 
they may be. It is done by simply turning 
@ key in one of the signal boxes, which are 
hung to telegraph poles or lamp posts. 

It greatly aids the authorities to care for 
unfortunate victims of accident, by calling 
the ambulance, and can also be used to call 
out the fire department by telephone. 

With a good signal system one policeman 
can-do the work of two, and that with more 
efficiency and satisfaction. If a riot should 
brew or break out, all he has to do isto goto 
his signal box and communicate the condition 
of affairs to the central station, and in less 
than no time assistance is on the way. 

By an automatic register, each policeman 
being required to pull down the lever on his 
signal box every hour or half hour, the central 
station is always kept on notice of his vigilance. 
When the system is in use the policemen do 
not have to leave their beats exposed while 
carrying prisoners to the lock-up or hunting a 
telephone to call out the wagon. The box is 
always on hand, and the officer, at all times, 
in a position to protect the property and lives 
of the citizens from criminals and fire. 

WORKING OF THE APPARATUS. 

The Gamewell system, which is now on ex- 
hibition at police headquartersin the chief’s 
office, is one of the most complete manufac- 
tured, yet its operation is as simple as the use 
of the telephone. 

On a highly polished oak desk in the central 
station the mechanism which registers the 
ajarms sent in from the different boxes is 
placed. Itis a handsome piece of office fur- 
niture. 

The boxes are similar to the fire alarm 
boxes, only somewhat larger. About fifty are 
estimated to be used in Atlanta to begin with. 
They are hung to the telegraph poles or to the 
sides of buildings. To each box there are two 
keys, one for the police officer and the 
other for citizens. These keys are of 
different pattern and are fitted to separate 
holes. The citizen’s key, after giving an 
alarm, cannot be taken out again except by 
the aid of the police key, which always in- 
sures the boxes against tampering by boys or ir- 
responsible parties. 

: TO GIVE AN ALARM. 

When an officer wishes to communicate 
with headquarters, he opens the box, inside of 
which is a dial with an indicator, and a lever 
atoneside. Thereis also a full-sized tele- 
phone with bell attachment and a button with 
which to ring up the central station. 

On the dial in the box are six sections, or 
points. The first three points are used 
simply to designate the three policemen 
who are to report by the same 
box. The other three points are 
marked ‘‘wagon,”’ ‘“‘telephone’’ and ‘“‘ambu- 
Jance.’’ By moving the point of the indicator 
to any one of these sections, and then pulling 
down the side lever, the central station is noti- 
fied that box so and so wants the ambulance, 
wagon, or simply to telephone, asthe case 
may be. 

The apparatus in the central office registers 
automatically the number of the box, the 
number of the policeman, what is wanted, and 
the exact time the message was sent in from 
the box. 

When an officer simply makes his hourly re- 
port, the same is registered in the central 
office automatically, with the hour, and can 
be taken down on the captain’s or sergeant’s 
report book at any time. 

The boxes are hung on four circuits, and in- 
dicatorson the desk in the office show any 
variation in the current of each circuit, and 
ifanything becomes out of gear among the 
wires, these indicators tell at a glance just 
what circuit the defective wire is on. ; 

TO SEND THE WAGON. 

When the captain or sergeant receives a call 
from any of the boxes throughout the city, they 
at once communicate it tothe stables by the 
touch of a button. 

On the wall of the stable hangs a long ap- 
poratus, handsomely gotten up in glass cover 
and finished highly. When the button is 
touched by the operator in the station house, 
who indicates the number of the box which 
rang in the original call by turning a hand on 
the face of a glass-covered dial, a large alarm 
bell rings to notify the hostler. Then on the 
same instant the number of the box to which 
the wagon is to be sent, appears in large 
figures on the indicator, while a small machine 
at the base registers the number of the box 
calling and the time at which the call was 
sent in. 

A telephone also communicates from the 


' Station house to the stables, and by touching a 


button at either place, the telephone bell rings 
and conversation can be held. For instance, 


the captain can order the wagon to stop by the 
station house to receive a detail of policemen. 

The patrol wagonis tobe provided with 
drop harness, which is now being put up, and 
with this the wagon can be started to any part 
of the city. within a very few moments after 
the officer sends in the call from the street 
box. 

FLASH LIGHTS. 

An extra appliance of the Gamewell system, 
is the signal tlash light. 

This consists of an ordinary looking street 
lamp with green glass, but provided with elec- 
tric attachments. When the policeman on any 
particular beat is wanted by the central office, 
the captain or chief, if it is at night, 
touches’ a button and the hight 
inside the green glass flares up 
and down until the policeman sees it inik 
coines to the box in answer to the call of the 
central office. 

lor daylight use a painted signal, operating 
the same way, is used, 

These signals are placed on top of a hexagon 
Shaped sheetiron box or station just large 
enough to admit a man onthe inside. When 
this sort of attachment is used the call box is 
hung on the inside of the station, where the 
officer goes to hold communication with 
headquarters. 

The enclosed call boxes, with signal at- 
tachments, are used mostly in the heart of the 
city, because of the privacy of conversation 
and freeness from the noise of the streets, 
which is afforded by it. 

It is not probab!e that this part of the sys- 
tem will be adopted in Atlanta. 

An clectrician will have to be employed by 
the city to keep the apparatus in order when 
itispatup. Mr. Jeff Wright, son of Captain 
Jim AVright, assisted the representatives of 
the two signal companies in putting in their 
apparatus, and he is spoken of as the electri- 
cian for the department.

The State Alliance to Hold Its Annual Con- 
vention—The Meeting of the Exchange 
Stockholders. 


The alliancemen are looking forward to 
business. 

On Saturday next the directors of the Alli- 
ance Exchange will meet at the alliance head- 
quarters in Atlanta. 

The stockholders of the exchange will meet 
at the same place on Monday next, for their 
annual session. 

On Tuesday, the regular annual meeting of 
the state alliance will be held in the hall of 
representatives in the new capitol. 

Thus it is, that a week of business confronts 
the alliance leaders of Georgia, and if signs 
mean anything there is about to be the 
greatest and most important metting of alli- 
ance people ever held in Georgia. 

The interest in the organization so broadly 
manifested through the state, this period 
being the most successful of its entire 
history, and the fact that some momentous 
questions confront the order, will tend to make 
the alliance meeting next Tuesday the most 
important session ever held in the state by the 
farmers. 

THE EXCHANGE MEETING. 

The meeting of the directors of the Alliance 
Exchange nert Saturday will have nothing to 
do but go through the usual routine work of 
such meetings.

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HONORING ATLANTA 


IN THE ELECTION OF DR. CARPEN- 
TER AS PRESIDENT 


Of the Association of Dental Colleges—A 
Sketch of the Career of This Dis- 
tinguished Citizen. 


The election of Dr. Leander D. Carpenter to 
the presidency of the association of dental 
colleges at the meeting of the American Den- 
tal Association, at Excelsior Springs, near 

Kansas City, Mo., wasa compliment to At- 
lanta. : 

And a very deserved compliment to one of 
her most distinguished professional men. 

The association consists of twenty-nine col- 
leges in the United States and one in Toronto, 
Canada. 

The Atlanta college is the den- 
tal branch of the Southern Medical 
college. and is in the fourth year of its ex- 
istence. Its success has been something to be 
proud of, and itis in a most flourishing condi- 
tion. 

Dr. Carpenter is one of the best known 
members of the dental profession in this 
country. He has been in Atlanta for twenty- 
two years, during twenty-one of which he has 
occupied the same office, No. 475 Whitchall 
street. 

He has held a great many offices in the as- 
sociation. He has been vice president of the 
American Dental Association; president of 
the State Dental Society, of Georgia ; president 
of the Southern Dental Association, and was 
last year vice president of the association of 
dental colleges to the presidency of which he 
has just been elevated. 

During his absence from the city Dr. Car- 
penter was also elected president of the 
Odontological Dental Society of Atlanta.

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CONGRESSIONAL NEWS. 


TUE TARIFF BILL TAKEN UP BY 
| THE SENATE 


And the Duty on Tin Pilate Considered—Mr. 
Plumb Asks for Relief for the Okla- 
homa Sufferers. 


Wasntneton, August 13.—In the senate 
today the house amendments to the senate 
bills to adopt regulations to prevent collisions 
at sea, and toamend the act relative to the 
shipping commissioners were presented, and 
on motion of Mr. Frye, concurred in. 

The senate proceeded to executive business, 
and the doors were reopened at 11:10 o’clock. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Edmunds, yes- 
terday, limiting the debate on the tariff bill, 
was laid before the senate, and was, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Aldrich, who said Edmunds was 
aware of his purpose, referred tothe commit- 
tee on rules. 

Mr. Llair’s resolution, authorizing provision 
for the previous question, took the same direc- 
tion on his own motion. 

Mr. Quay’s resolution providing, among 
other things, fora vote on the tariff bill on 
the 30th of August, was also, on motion of 
Mr. Aldrich, referred to the committee on 
rules, after a statement by Mr. Quay that he 
understood the reservation of general appro- 
priation bills to include the river ond harbor 
bill. 


Mr. Hoar offered an amendment to Mr. 
Quay’s resolution so as to include the federal 
election bill among the measures to be taken 
up for consideration at the present session. 
Referred to the committee on rules. 

The house joint resolution extending the 
provisions of existing laws providing for the 
temporary expenditures of the government, to 
* the 20th of August, was laid before the senate. 
Passed. 

The tariff bill was then taken up, the pend- 
ing question being on Mr. Vest’s amendment, 
offered on Monday, reducing the duty on tin 
plates from 2 2-10 cents te 1 cent per pound, 
the existing rate, and Mr. Gray continued his 
argument agafnst the proposed increase, and in 
support of the amendment he pleaded the 
cause of the owners of small canning factories 
in Delaware, Maryland, New Jersey and other 
states, and asked that the increased taxation 
should not be taken out of their pockets for 
the benetit of a bloated syndicate formed to 
establish fa fmanufacture not now —, 
and where work was to be done by importe 
Englishmen and Welshmen. 

The bill was temporarily laid aside and the 
conference report on the Indian appropriation 
bill was presented and agreed to. 

Mr. Gorman then took up the tariff debate 
and made aspeech against the proposed in- 
creased duty on tin plates, concluding as fol- 
lows: 

“T know that nothing which we can say will 
stay the majority. You (addressing the re- 
publican side) have entered on the passage of 
an act which lays, throughout its every page, 
additional burdens on the people. Now that 
you have this great majority counted and 
made and fashioned to order, you 
will pass this bill. You will impose these 
heavy burdens on the agricultural people of 
the country. We cannot stay you; we cannot 
stop you. At all events, we have done one 
thing which was right and proper and neces- 
sary-—that is, we have had a free and open dis- 
cussion of this natter. The time has come, as 
I take it, when we are to vote upon it. The 
deeree has gone forth. We will rely on the 
American people to reverse that which we be- 
lieye to be a great wrong against the entire 
country.”’ 

The tariff bill was laid aside informally and 
a conference was ordered on the senate bill im 
regard to collisions at sea, and Messrs. Frye, 
Washburne and Gorman were appointed con- 
fereces on part of the senate. 

Mr. Plumb, from the committee on appro- 
priations, reported a joint resolution for the 
relief of destitution in Oklahoma, and said he 
would ask for actionon it tomorrow. The 
house bill making appropriations for addi- 
tional clorical force in the pension office, was 
taken from the calendar and read for amend- 
ment. The various amendments reported by 
the committee on appropriations were agreed 
to and the bill was passed. 

‘he senate then proceeded to the considera- 
tion of executive business and at 5:40 
o’clock adjourned.

A DULL DAY IN THE HOUSE. 
Mr. Belden, of New York, Objects to Busi- 
ness Being Done by Unanimous Consent. 

WASHINGTON, August 13.—Mr. Springer, of 
Tilinois, called attention to what he claimed 
were omissions in the journal of yesterday’s 
proceedings, including the omission of any 
reference to the point of order made by him, 
and moved that the journal be corrected. 
The motion to amend was lost—yeas, 78; nays, 
$8, and the journal was approved. 

Mr. Struble, of Iowa, asked unanimous con- 
sent for the consideratton of a joint-resolution 
authorizing the unexpended balance of the 
money appropriated for the benefit of the 
Mississippi flood sufferers, to be used for the 
relief of the destitute persons in Oklahoma. 
Mr. Belden, of New York, objected. 

The next two bills presented were also 
objected to by Mr. Belden, and it becoming 
evident that no business could be transacted 
by uanimous assent. Mr. Brewer, of 
Michigan, presented the conference report on 
the fortification appropriation bill. The re- 
port was agreed to. 

Mr. Cutcheon, of Michigan, called up the 
senate joint resolution, permitting Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry C. Corbin, of the United States 
of America, to accept a position in the World’s 
Columbian commission. The house refused 
by 27 to 64, toorder the resolution to the 
third reading. 

The speaker laid before the house, the sen- 
ate bill for the relief of Nat McKay, and the 


executors of Donald McKay, who seek com-. 


pensation for work done upon monitors. 

Mr. Springer made the point of order that 
the bill must be considered in committee of 
the whole. 

The speaker overruled the point of order and 
Mr. Springer appealed. On sustaining the de- 
‘cision of the chair the vote stood, yeas, 108; 
nays, 210. No quorum. ; 

A call of the house disclosed a bare quorum 
which disappeared when the vote required on 
sustaining the decision of the speaker was 
taken. 

The house then, at 4:20 o’clock, adjourned.

Per- 
haps it is this feeling of unfamiliarity,—for who 
can feel familiar with a ghost who haunts a printed 
page?—that keeps us from meddling wuch with 
the ways of said ghost, or the owner thereof. 

Certain it is that the question, what one ought or 
ought not to read, has been canvassed times with- 

out number; while, what one ought or ought not 
to write, has been discussed but little in compari- 
s0n. Meanwhile there isan ought, and an ought 
not, concerning this, ‘‘making of books,’”’—a grave 
duty, which is not altered in the least, by any con- 
sideration of money, or inclination, or genius 
And 80, to the writers of books unwritten, I send 
greeting, and not criticism nor advice, but a little 
#érmon, knowing there must of necessity be an 
audience somewhere. 

Dearly beloved, I said a sermon, but, indeed, it 
is more a prayer. A prayer that you, who, in any 
form of literature, gives us each day our mental 
bread, would see to it, as far as in you lies, that it 
is pure and sweet and wholesome. 

Give us food, or we die! is a cry old as the race 
importunate, universal ; and this constant hunger 
which shadows the world like a fate, is as real a 
thing mentally as it is physically. It is not only 
just as real, but it is just as uncontrollable. The 
starving mind, like the starving body, will feed on 
anything, good, bad, indifferent; and is injured 
just as often by the injudicious and the untrue in 
the one case as by the indigestible and the un- 
healthful in the other. 

Small wonder then, that we should petition you

of the creative brain and Neny pen, toqwovide -s 
not only food for our absolute nécessities, but food 
whereby we and our children may grow mentally 


Vigorous, and stalwart and strong. It is the ehil- 


dren and youth though, much more than we older 
} Cople, who are likely to go unsatisfied,—to them, 
at least, give bread, not a scorpion, nor a stone, 
All this is but another way of saying—give us the 
truth. Everything else brings mental disappoint- 
ment and unrest; truth never. Give it us in any 
form you please; in history, science, theology, in 
narration, fiction, song,-—-truth is still truth, and 
by it we gain the intellectual strength, which en- 
ables us to think.out our own thoughts, and find 
the key of some of life’s vexed problems. There- 
fore make us books without stint, alive with 
simple, tangible truth; but while you strive to 
keep them free from seductive stimulants, you 
need not have them tiresome. Oh no, you can 
touch the humor, pathos, or philosophy of the 
most trivial, common-place things, with the magic 
of your genius, which is but a synonyin of sympa- 
thy, and lo, they are transfigured. By that touch, 
you give a meaning to ordinary, human experi- 
ences, without which life would be hardly worth 
the living, and show us the realities of existence, 
glorified by its possibilities. It is a thing as far 
removed from that exaggerated idealism, which 
has no counterpart anywhere, and which, though 
fascinating, is disappointing, as is that tedious 
literalism, which seldom fails to dishearten and 
depress. 

1 wonder if I have made my meaning clear? ’Tis 
Simply this: Any fancy, fact, or thedry that may 
serve asa warning from wrong, a help toward 
right, or an incentive to thought, is well and good; 
but don’t waste your time either with dull prosing, 
that nobody reads, or in conjuring up any form of 
monstrosity, that nobody accents, any more than 
you do yourself, and which could not fail to mis- 
lead if believed in. You betray your trust if you 
do, Every nook and cranny of nature is rich in 
material, and every phase of life is, in some 
méasure, brightened py its humor, dignified by its 
labor, graced by its beauty, sweetened by its love, 
puritied by its sacrifices, or saddened by its sins. 
All this, and more, lies ready to your hand; and 
so we beg of you to provide for us a temperate 
feast, attractive and wholesome.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 13.—The activity and 
strength in the stock market yesterday disap- 
peared entirely today, dealings sinking back into 
the late prevalent stagnation and listless condi- 
tion. The demand for shorts was lacking, and 
while foreigners were not dispose d to follow up 
their purchases of yesterday, there wasa dispo- 
sition to press stocks for sale, the market, there- 
fore, notwithstanding material advances in Lon- 
don again became dull ond lifeless, with the usual 
accompaniment of dropping figures. Waiting 
was principally caused by the interest in the new 
silver law, and the announcement that the prices 
at which silver will be offered or accepted will not 
be made public met with some adverse comment. 
Speculation in silver certificates at the stock ex- 
change suddenly became dormant, and where 


transactions of late have run up into hundreds of , 


thousands of ounces, a few bids and offers com- 
prised the business done today. The strength of 
yesterday was carried over to this morning, es- 
pecially as early London figures were 80 strong, to 
which only a partial response was_ made. That 
the demand bad been satisfied, howéver, soon be- 
came apparent, and while London did {purchase a 
small line of stocks it failed to support the mar- 
ket. After the first few minutes’ trading money 
was also marked up again, though it did not come 
within any point of its extreme height of the past 
few days, but it had the effect of sagging prices 
off slowly in all parts of the list. Duliness and 
stagnation, however, resumed their sway in the 
market, and after the first hour there was little 
ghange in quotations. Outside of a few special- 
ties Canada Pacifig was the strong point in the 
list and it scored material advances, while Cotton 
Oil Receipts developed marked weakness, 
though a portion of the loss was recovered. There 
was a slight rally in the last few minutes, asa re- 
action from the depression made by the strike 
upon Delaware and Hudson, which dropped that 
stock 11, per cent, and the close was dull but firm 
at small fractions under first prices, butclose to 
the lowest of the day.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, 

CHICAGO, August 13—Wheat—Trading again 
active and the feeling unsettled and neryous 
within a higher range. Theinfluences governing 
the market were of about the same character as 
noted recently, but had a-more telling effect. 
Trading is getting more general, and the public is 
taking a hand at speculation. While offerings 
were liberal at times the demand was sufficient to 
prevent any material decline till just near the close, 
when the selling of a large line of long wheat 
broke prices 2c.

The opening trades were at 14@%/c 
decline, after which the market ruled compara- 
tively firm for a time, influenced largely by the 
advance in wheat, but a weak feeling followed, 
and the market sold off 4%4@ic, became quiet, the 
closing prices being 44@<c below those of yes- 
terday.

The opening was weak at 4@5<c 
decline, anda further drop of 1c was recorded. A
